Drilling Teo Cleae
I have a sir-acre lease located in 

Torrance, with the Forttma No. 1 
now on production. On my north 
side there are being built four rigs 
on four one-acre tracts and two rigs 
on two one-half-acre tracts; on my 
west side, two wells on two one-acre 
tracts; on my sooth, three wefla two 
wells on one acre and one well on 
one acre. There are two acres ad­ 
joining me on the east side that I 
understand are going to be drilled, 
two wells to two acres, and I have to 
keep men posted with shotguns 
keep the operators from dumping 
lumber on my own property.

Then we "holler" becanae we get a 
cut in oil and an overproduction and 
the large, companies stand back and 
laugh and say "Watch the suckers 
go," and they buy CS-cent oil.

Orange county 
and Los Angeles county, will have to 
find more oil fields to keep up with 
the demand, and in checking this 
situation very closely from an oD 
man's standpoint and a geological 
survey of the different localities in 
our vicinity if we find more than 
two more oil fields in these two 
counties I am going to drill a well 
square on the top of "Old Baldy" and 
see If we can get some oil there.
